Gibbons, minority member from that 
district, who has been urging tho 
clnlnm or tho snlrmn Interests, and Mr. 
Ap Madoc, who introduced tho bill In 
the house.

The teat 
camo on tho adoption of tho resolu- 
tion offered last week by W. Clyde 
Janes, of Chicago, asking congress to 
call a constitutional convention for 
tho purpose of changing the present 
plan. Tho three who voted against 
tha resolution wero Chafee, Galpin 
and Stubbtoucld, Republicans. 

Mr, Joaes mado a brief talk in 
fnv<y of the change, declaring that 
the people of the state had, through 
tho medium ot tho "little ballot" ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of the 
direct election of their Unitod States 
senators. He explained that If two- 
thirds of tho states ask for a constl- 
tutlona] convention congress will have 
to act. Thus far, Mr. Jones stated 
thnt about 19 commonwealths havo 
joined in tho movement. 

Mr, Chafee, ot Sholbyvllle, opposed 
the resolution, contending that tho 
new prlmnry law which providOB for 
a "sentimental" voto on the senator- 
ship Is ail that Is needed. The reso- 
lution now goes to the house for con- 
currence by that branch of tho gen- 
eral assembly. 



Handkerchief StockrL Will Be Largely 

Used — 8ome #--Vhe Most Dressy 

Kind— Bows of Embroidery 

and Lace, 

Much' of Jtho smartest neckwear de- 
signed for spring nnd summer 1b mado 
from handkerchiefs, and It Is so sim- 
ple to fashion that any needlewoman 
ot tntrto can make It for herself. For 
a dressy stock take not quite half of 
a sheer handkerchief with a scalloped 
buttonholed edge, run several tine 
lucks to form the collar, which can bo 
finished around the top and down tho 
back with narrow Valenciennes lace. 
Tho average sized handkerchief Just 
goes around the average neck. For 
lIk; bow, or Jabot, use tho remainder 
of tho handkerchief; plait tho mate- 
rial from the center, making a sort 
of Tan affair; after it is pressed, gath- 
er tho top part slightly to mako it nar- 
row, and lack it onto the collar. An- 
other style of handkerchief which can 
bo converted Into pretty neck pieces 
for plainer wear la that with the col- 
ored border, Dark blue with a touch 
of red makes a pretty combination. 

The fluffy little bows of embroidery, 
lace and linen bo popular now to pin 
on as a finishing touch to a toilet are 
easy to make If one is the least bit 



neodle. Toko a piece 
of flue lawn or Hhoor linen about four*] 
Inches wldo and eight Inches long, roll 
a hem and whip a narrow lace on the 
Bides. Baste the tiny, plants firmly 
and then prcsa them under a damp 
cloth. Twlat a heavy thread around 
tho center of tho plaiting several 
times (do not try to bow It) and then 
cover tho center with a piece of .In- 
sertion to match the loco edging. 
Those little bow affairs need not nec- 
essarily bo plaited — a piece of mnto- 
rlnl edged with a fulling of loco and 
gathorod several times In the" middle 
will give a pretty fluffy effect. Tiny 
pieces of all-over embroidery can bo 
used up in tho same way. Hound- 
clasp plnB found at tho notion coun- 
ters can bo sewed on to tho backs of 
thcBo bows, making them safer and 
moro convenient to wear. 

But tho new neckwear 1b not con- 
fined to whlto or wash goodB. Little 
bows to match the belts seem equally 
the thing. If ono wears a blue belt 
with a gilt buckle, a quarter ot a 
yard of blue ribbon four Inches wide, 
a tiny gold bucklo or two gilt buttons 
will mako tho smartest kind of neck 
arrangement to match. Run two rows 
or gathering down tho ribbon, about 
hair an Inch apart, gather it up firm- 
ly and cover the shlrrings with a nar- 
row strap of ribbon, and on this use 
the little gold buckle of the buttons.

Report on Pure Food Sill. 

Chairman Glade of the committee on 
manufactures probably will report In 
the new pure food bill this week as a 
committee bill, and tho subcommittee 
of the house appointed to investigate 
conditions at Hlghwood will report. 

The houso calendar is becoming con- 
gested. It is probable Speaker Shurt- 
leff will Ins I at that the Friday session 
be graced by the prcsenco of at least 
a quorum hereafter and that that day 
be devoted to something besides ad- 
vancing bills on the calendar. 



Reform BUI Passes Senate. 

A reform bill passed by tho sonato 
,was Jones' measure establishing a 
legislative reference bureau in con- 
nection with tho state library. A 
similar law has been in operation in 
Wisconsin with good results. The 
purpose of the bill Is to create a de- 
partment wherein proposed legisla- 
tion may bo carefully prepared to 
minimize the possibility ot unconstitu- 
tional laws getting on the Btato books. 



Bills In the Senate. 

The senate during tho short ses- 
sion this week Is expected to pass an- 
other batch of 'bills. Including a few 
Insurance reform measures. Action 
will bo sought on tho bill creating the 
office of state lire marshal, an admin- 
istration raeaauro, If reported back by 
the enrolling and engrossing commit- 
tee. Senator Chafeo has two bills In 
this committee which have not yet 
been reported. 



Chafee Raises a Storm. 
. A hornets' nest was Btlrred In the 
senate when Mr. Chafeo took up the 
movement to reduce tho cost of re- 
ports of tho supremo and appellate 
courts. The Sholbyvllle senator, who 
has a way of. hla own of doing thlngH, 
introduced two -bills similar to tho 
house measures which havo lain dor- 
mant in the scnato committee on ap- 
propriations since last month. Under 
tho bills the cost of supremo and ap- 
pellate court reporta Is reduced from 
$2.26 to $1.50 a. volume. 

Mr. Chafee asked that tho bills bo 
referred to the cammltteo on fees and 
salaries, to which Mr. Gardner of La 
Salle, chairman of the committee on 
appropriations, objected. In speaking 
In favor of his request Mr. Chafee de- 
clared that the present cost was 
"graft." He did not charge that Mr. 
Gardner's committee was purposely 
holding up the bills, but declared In a 
vela of sarcasm that that committee 
"appeared to be overworked," and 
that he did not believe In "working to 
death a good horse." Mr. Chafeo was 
defeated, as both measures were sent 
to the commltteo on appropriations, 
whero tho Provlno measure on the 
same subject is resting. 



City Beautiful Advanced. 

Representative Troyer secured the 
advancement to third reading of the 
Chicago beautiful bills providing for 
a bond issue for tho boulevard link 
and authorizing municipalities to con- 
Btruct and maintain surface or olo vot- 
ed, ways and to turn thorn over to 
park boards. All city beautiful bills 
In tho house aro now on third reading, 
and will como up for passage next 
week. 

For Better Milk Inspection. 

A comprehensive measure on the 
Inspection of milk and regulating its 
ealo was ■offered by Mr. Chafeo. Un- 
der Its terms a stato loBpector Is pro- 
vided. Rigid rules are laid down for 
the Inspection of dairies and drastic 
penalties aro provided for the punish- 
ment of violators of tho proposed law, 



Insurance Bills to Pass. 

The senate, during the abort session 
this week, is expected to pass another 
batch of bills, Including a few insur- 
ance reform measures. 
J Action will be sought on tho bill 
creating the office of state Are mar- 
shal, If reported back by the enrolling 
and ongroBBlng committee, where, It Is 
said, It is being delayed, 

Senator Chaffee has two bills In this 
committee whlch'have not yet been re- 
ported. If they are not sent Into the 
sonato this week he intends to have 
thorn forced In. . 



Lbok to Senate for Action. 

Tho failure of tho houso so far to 
dispose of the local option question has 
caused a number ot tho members of 
the legislature In favor of on option 
bill and representatives of the anti- 
saloon league to look to tha senate for 
favorable consideration of a measure 
that would meet their ideas as far as 
local option is concerned. It is not un- 
likely that several of tho leaders In 
tho senate will have reported out a 
bill similar to that which was reported 
out by tho house committee on judi- 
ciary, but for which the Browne bill 
was substituted on second reading. 
Whatever measure Is decided upon la 
the senate, no delay in passing It Is 
anticipated and the house would con- 
tinue to bo confronted with the trou- 
blesome problem. 



Here Is One That Can Be Quickly

For keeping scissors nlco and bright 
and In good condition a little case of

Of the seriously Injured, those now 
In the Colton hospital aro In the 
worst condition. One of them Is sure 
to dlo, and several of thum may not 
survive. 

Cause Not Yet Determined. 
The exact cause of the wreck will 
not bo determined until tho coroner's 
inquest Is concluded. Tho train was 
running fully 40 miles an hour at 
the time It struck tho open switch. 
Tho Southern Pacific was blocked at 
tho point of tho crash until Friday 
night. Ten of tho 14 coaches of the 
train were derailed and three of tiem 
wero smashed completely. The Ital- 
ians, who numbered nearly I00, were 
Id two old Immigrant cars and these 
care were literally crushed into 
kindling wood. The passengers ia 
the Pullman cars escaped uninjured. 
Early Friday momlnfi Coroner Van 
Wye commenced to take preliminary 
,,'■ testimony from the switching crew to 
ascertain whether they should be held 
for responsibility for the wreck of the 
Southern Pacific overland train near 
Colton Thursday. 

Switch Foreman Alvord testified that 
when he came to work in the morning 
he saw that the first section of the 
Sunset express, known as No. 9, was 
chalked up on the board as oight hours 
late. When ho returned from his lunch 
he inspected the board and found It 
silent as to No. 9 and as the eight 
hours' limit had expired, he concluded 
tho overland had gone through during 
his absence. This error was not discov- 
ered by him until ho heard his en- 
gineer whistling a frantic signal at the 
switch to tho overland to stop. The 
overland was then half across the 
Santa Ana bridge. It was Impossible 
to get back and close the switch be- 
cause tho fated train had reached It. 
Operator Held Responsible. 
In tills statement Alvord is'corrob- 
orated by hi- nvltchmen. He evident- 
ly means to hj understood as placing 
tho responsibility, or part of It, on the 
operator, whose duty It was to keep 
the time board checked as a guide to 
tho switchmen, The coroner later 
stated that under tho rules of the com- 
pany the switch foreman seems to 
have a good defense; that their first 
order in the morning was that the 
overland train would arrive at 1:45 
o'clock, eight hours late, when, In fact, 
It was ten hours behind; that the oper- 
ator should havo notified the switching 
crew, who were for removed from all 
telegraphic communication, and fur- 
thermore, he stated that the rules pro- 
hibit trains over ten minutes late en- 
tering tho yards without having their 
train under comploto control, nnd the 
yard limits at Colton are over a mile 
east of where the accident occurred. 

Tho death of Georgo Sharpe of Mun- 
cle, Ind., whose life was instantly 
crushed out, was particularly pathetic. 
Sharpe was on his way to this city 
to meet his wife, from whom ho had 
became estranged three years ago. 
Ho formerly resided here, but when 
be and bis wife separated ho return- 
ed to Indiana. Recently he' notified 
friends here that ho was coming to 
Lob Angeles to see his wife and se- 
cure a reconciliation. Sharpe did 
not know that she had scoured a di- 
vorce from him moro than a yonr ago 
and had remarried.

— A dispatch received 
here Wednesday from Tokyo, Japan, 
announces the death of James 
Henry Smith, one of the wealthiest 
capitalists of this city. At the time of 
his death Mr. Smith was on a wedding 
tour around the world with his bride, 
who was the divorced wife of William 
Rhlnelander Stewart, They were mar- 
ried in this city on Sept. 13 of last 
year. 

Mr. Smith's death occurred Tuesday 
at Kioto, Japan. Heart disease Is said 
to have been the cause. A dispatch 
received hero Monday said that Mr.

James Henry Smith, known as the 
"silent man of Wall street," inherited 
some years ago an ostato valued at up- 
ward of 150,000,000 from his uncle, 
George Smith, a pioneer banker of Chi- 
cago.

SHE IS MUCH DISTURBED 



Report to the Court It Expected 
Thursday, The Trial Being Ad- 
journed for Three More 
Days. 



Now York.— It Is prabnblo that tbo 
Thaw lunncy commission will report 
Thursday morning. The cnno was ad* 
Journal lnnt week until Monday morn- 
ing, and when tho Jury wnH cnllcd hc- 
foro tho court Justice PlUgorald ad* 
Journod again tbo trial until Thursday 
morning at lOrHO o'clock. The lunacy 
cominlBBlon will moot Tuesday and It Is 
expected tnnt thoy will bo ready to re- 
port Thuradny, 

When Mrs. Evelyn Tbaw inmjo bor 
dally vlalt to ber hushanil in tbo 
Tombs Monday alio wna met by a 
process server who handed bor a 
subpoena directing her to appear be- 
fore tho lunncy commission. Mrs. 
Tbaw apparently bad not anticipated 
this move, nnd sho appeared very 
much disturbed when the nature of 
tho paper wn.it made known to her. 
"Do they expect mo to testify against 
my husband?" Bbe asked. Sho was 
told that hor presence probably was 
dcBlred merely ns a matter of routine, 
but this did not seem to nssuro her. 
District Attorney Jerome declined to 
mako known bis purposo In calling 
Mrs. Thaw before the commission. 

Tho membora of tho ' Thaw Jury 
have drawn up a petition to Justice 
Fitzgerald asking him to allow them 
five dollars a day for jury services 
Instead of the customary nllownnco 
of two dollars a day. Their action 
Is based on an Instance In which the 
court made a similar Increase In the 
Jury'B allowance after tho case had 
boon extended to an unusual length. 

It was reported Monday that when 
tbo lunacy commission resumes Its 
hearing Mr. Jerome wilt call as his 
witnesses Dm. Pilgrim and Gregory, 
of this city, two of the alienists ei* 
gaged by tho defcnBo, and will endeav- 
or to prove by thorn that Thaw Is now 
Insane. Dr, Pilgrim Is head of the New 
York Btate lunacy commission and Dr. 
Gregory 1b In charge of tho psycho- 
pathic ward of Dcllevue hospital.
